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TWO BROCKTON COWS OUTCLASS 
WOLF THAT FED ROME’S 
HEROES. 

By Kate Terry, in the Boston Traveler. 

Coming down to us through the ages, 





sung in historic story, moulded in 
bronze and chiseled in marble is the 
romance of a she-wolf that gave good 
milk. She nurtured at her breast two 
baby boys, Romulus and Remus, and 
made immortal Rome possible. 

Out in Brockton I saw yesterday a 
magnificent cow. Each day she, too, 
gives good milk, not to two babies but 
to 52, and I wondered, as I looked into 
her limped, brown eyes, how much more 
important is that cow to civilization 
than the famous foster mother of the 
Tiberian marshes. I knew that she 
would never be moulded in bronze or 
fashioned in marble but that her ex- 
ample and the good that she is doing 
may not be entirely lost, I am going 
to sing of her in this short story. 

Fewer Sick Babies. 

Creamelle Vale is her name and by 


her side and reared with her is Change- 
ling, who is doing almost, if not quite 
as much for half a hundred future 
If the owner of 
every cow could but study the life, of 
these two there would be fewer sick 


citizens as she is. 


babies and no bad milk. 


Each day, and she knows no holiday 
or Sunday, Creamelle Vale gives 104 
pounds of milk and Changeling 100 
pounds, which is 52 and 50 quarts, re- 
spectively. Creamelle leads the world 
in this respect, and as a healthy baby 
a year old can consume but one quart 
of milk in a day, one can see what a 
magnificent thing she is doing for hu- 
manity. To supply perfect food for 
52 children daily is more than many 
men can do, is more than some towns 
do, and ig an achievement worthy of 
honorable mention, if not of a bronze 
or marble statue. 

Creamelle Vale and Changeling 
weigh possibly a little more than 1000 
pounds each, and thus they are giving 
back to the world each day one-tenth 
of their own weight and are feeding 
100 children every 24 hours. They 
each earn for their owners something 
like $4.50 a day (at market price) or 
more than $60 a week, but these mere 
figures are not the story; it is the 


health, strength and happiness they 
give, for their milk is pure and no 
baby suffers from using it when it is 
fresh. 

Have Sanitary Care. 


More important than all is the way 
these two important animals are ecareu 
for by their owners, whose methods 
are as modern and as sanitary as eare, 
intelligence and vigilance can make 
them. 

I made a thorough tour of inspee- 
tion through the cow barns and dairy, 
and was amazed at their cleanliness, 
completeness and up-to-date equip- 
ments. The most delicate infant could 
be cradled in any one of the stalls and 
remain sweet and dainty. 

The cows had just come in from the 
pastures which are included in this 80- 
acre farm, and each was in her own 
particular ‘‘tie-up,’’ munching away at 
a meal which I thought quite befitting 
animals of so fine a breed, for every 
cow of the 110 in the herd is of pure 
Holstein-Friesian blood. First they 
had a goodly measure of meal-shorts, or 
some such grain; then a quantity of 
freshly cut hay, sweet with clover and 
thyme. With this a draught of pure, 
cool water was giveu, and the menu 
was completed.

eut. This is primarily to keep the 
flies away from the cows, for it is im- 
possible to exelude al] the flies from 
the barns. 

Adjacen to the cow barns I noticed 
well-equipped wash rooms, where the 
milkers are obliged to scrub their hands 


thoroughly before beginning their 
task. 

The rooms where the milk is strained, 
cooled and bottled are kept as scrupu- 
lously clean as boilding water and steam 
can make them. From the bottling 
room the milk goes to the refrigera- 
tor at night, but directly to the teams 
in the morning, and in a very short 
time is left at the door of the con- 


sumers. 





Mr. Upton told me something about 
the different strains of milk, and why 
the Holstein is the best for babies. The 
Jersey and Guernsey cows, he said 
give milk in which are fat globules 
two and three times as big as those in 
the Holstein milk. The larger the 
globules of fat, the more difficult they 
are to separate and assimilate by an 
infant’s stomach. 


Nearest to Human Milk. 

Owners of Jersey and Guernsey 
stock buy Holstein milk to feed the 
calves, and by so doing lose a much 
smaller percentage of the young. If 
the milk from those ‘brveds is not as 
good for calves, it certainly is not as 
good for babies, because scientists say 
the stomach of a calf is more like that 
of an infant than that of any other 
animal, and that Holstein milk is the 
nearest approach to human milk. 


[ wished with all my heart, as 1 
viewed these splendid animals and 
perfect surroundings, that every bot- 
tle-baby in the land might drink such 
milk as these cows give. It would 
mean at least 70 per cent. decrease in 
infant mortalities. 

Highest medical authorities say 
cow’s milk i, the most perfect food 
for babies after breast milk, and the 
poor mothers who cannot supply this 
last should surely see to it that their 
babies have the best substitute pro- 
curable.

Let 
the owner remember that he is trying 
to show form and not function, and 
keep his mind off of the udder, except 
as a constituent part of the cow. Then, 
when the cow stands ‘‘side on,’’ he 
will not focus the samera so near the 
udder as to give the cow a peaked ap- 
pearance, larger behind and smaller in 
front than she is, but will focus on or
